Dr. J. H. Cu rtiss, chief of the 
Applied Mathematics Division of 
the Nation al Bu reau of Stan d ard s, 
said . 
The “Mon te Carlo m ethod ,” d e- 
tails of which were 
top 
secret 
d u rin g the war, is a n ew * ay of 
solvin g 'm ath em atical 
equ ation s. 
It recogn izes that there are cer­ 
tain elemen ts of chan ce in figu r­ 
in g w here a high-speed missile— 
or a particle from an ex plod ed a- 
I tom will go. 
If you were a w orker in a r a* 
1 tomic bomb factory, you J have 
j to be shield ed from certain tin y 
bu t d ead ly particles of rad iation . 
lf scien tists can d eterm in e in ad ­ 
van ce where these particles are 
most likely to hit. they can give 
you better protection . 
The trou ble is, these particles 
d on ’t follow an y kn ow n pattern 
bu t move abou t at ran d om. By 
u sin g n ew electron ic 
com pu tin g 
machin es, however, scien tists hope 
to “o u t-gu ess’ the wild particles 
an d pred ict the 
paths 
most cf 
them are likely to take. 
lf they can d o this, the protec­ 
tive 
shield s 
in atomic 
en ergy 
plan ts 
or in bomb shelters of the 
fu tu re— will be more effective. 
“In a sen se.” Dr. Cu rtis said yes­ 
terd ay, “Mon te Carlo is the story 
of rou lette 
an d 
atomic 
en ergy. 
Games of chan ce, like rou lette or 
d ice, can be an alyzed statistically 
in accord an ce with the laws of 
probability. So, we hope, can the 
trajectories of rad iation particles 
an d other movin g objects. 
In complicated cases, the solu ­ 
tion of su ch problems requ ires e x ­
